The letter 18 characteristic of Mr,
Jones, It la o defense in vigorous, ring-
fnig words of the inhabitants of the an-
thraclte rveglon agalnst the cory of
fgnorance and lawlessness that is 8o
often ralged abroad, It Is a loyal de-
fense of the sturdy people among whom
Mr. Jones was born and ralsed, and

CCarbondaliang, who will read the letter
will respond with
words of appreciation and
Jones, though somewhnt re-
moved from the conl roglons, still feels
the tles that binds him to those he left
behind, and, above all, he has shown
himself to be o true Carbondalian. In
the tributes, that In his warm-hearted
devotion he pays to the clitizens of the
home of his birth, he makes particular
moention of Clty Treasurer P F. Con-
nor. Mr, Jones' communivation rends:

WThat the anthracite coal strike is

one of vitul interest to the entlre world
‘15 evinced by the many conjectures ns
to when nnd how the great prablem will
be solved. During the few months 1
have lived In Trenton, I have heard
many expressions ns Lo the conditions
of the striking miners.

“In the majority of cases to Lhose un-
acqualnted the miners are clagged as an
{ghorant el of mortuls to be feared be-
cauge of an alleged inclination to acts
of lawlesgners, Huving spent my en-
tive life in the eoal reglon I have there-
fore some knowledge of the customs
and manner of the miner's life.

“The average miners are intelligent

cand In most cases of Welsh or Ivish
nationdlity., own thelr own homes and
have familes that arve well educiated.
During the past few years some of the
mwost important officers In the muniel-
palitles of Scranton and Carbondale
have and are at present filled by men
who dre the sons of the miner, and 1
cannot cite o single exception whers
the incumbent hag not shown his abil-
Ity to perform his dutles in & most sat-
Isfiuctory manner.

“The present treasurver of the city of
Carbondale is a self-made young mun
who began his career In the eoanl
breaker and by his own effort gained
an education that enables him to ful-
fil his trust in u highly creditable way,
Hls executive abllity I8 unquestioned
and the confldence of citlzens In him is
attested from the fact that he has suc-
ceeded himsell Lo the office,

“Both select and common eouncll are
miade up of men who are property owns-
ers, and many of them are miners who,
up to the commencement of the present
strike, earned their livelihood by toil-
ing hundreds of feet underground,
They are men of bralnsg, highly respect-,
ed in the community, and manipulate
clty affairs In a way that makes Car-
bondale, a city of over 18,000 population,
one of the best governéd In Pennsyl-
vanla.

“The present representative and his
predecessor of the Fourth Legislative
district are men who In boyvhood tolled
in the roal breaker, and durlng their
respective tampalgns distributed pla-
cards throughout the entire country
upon which appeared the out of a
breaker, accompanied by the words:
‘From the breaker to the stite house.'

“The miner, generally spenking, Is a
law-abiding, Industrious, sober man,
and when not engaged In the perilous
work of digging ‘dusky dinmonds' he
can be found employing his spare mo-
ments  adding Improvements to his
home or otherwlse employed in order
that he and his family may be coms-
fortable”

At Baturday night's meeting of the
board, Mr. Vanaan proposed the name
of Patrick Finnegan as janitor of No. 3
school, Secretnry Gallagher followed
with the name of Bryan O'Byrne,
There 1s n vacancy in this position,
caused by the resignation of Henry
Kennedy,

When the vote took place the board
wag divided, Gallagher, Copeland and
Hughes voted for O'Byrne; Vanaan,
Evans and Kerwin for Finnegan. There
seemed to be hope of o compromlise, 8o
Mr. Evans adroitly moved that the
